Smith, the W. M. Blrk professor 
of Comparative Religion in the 
Faculty of Divinity. Hia topic was 
"the Comparative Study of Rcli- 
gion" — "Reflectioni on the Pos- 
siliiUty and Purpoie of > Religious

Dr. SmitnVtraSWlnijraauccd by 
Chi«f Justice 0. S. Tyndale, Chan- 
cellor of McGiU University, Justice 
Tyhdale stated in his introduction 
that nations cannot live alone — 
an .dthat the isolation of nations is 
lessened by the' study of their res- 
pective religions. The Chancellor 
concluded his remarlvs with a short 
biography of the speaker. 
' Dr. Smith was born in Toronto in 
1918 and received his early educa- 
tion from Upper Canada College 
where he became Heful^oy. After 
leaving Upper Canaïa^j^tudicd 
In France , and Spain^f and ; then rc> 
itîrned to Thé University J of Tor- 
onto where he graduated with the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1938. 
From 'Varsity he went to Cam- 
bridge to st^dy theology; From 
1011 to 1B46 he .was a missionary in 
Northern India for many religions, 
including the Anglican, Baptist, 
Presbyterian, et al. . During . this 
period he was also a lecturer in two 
Indian Universities. From 1946 to 
1948 he was at Princeton where he 
received his M.A. and Ph.D. 
' The spca|<er commenced his ad- 
dress b ystating that there were a 
number of objections to the study 
of Comparative Religion. One sec- 
tion of objectors hold that the 
study of religions Is beyond the 
comprehension of the human mind 
and that it is both impious and 
vain to -attempt to study- this sub- 
)cct. In answer to this he said that 
although physicists cannot define 
matter they can at least handle it 
because they know^ its properties, 
SImilarlyfc. theologlMaiiçan^ study 
comparativie^^rélIgions^tliSut actu- 
ally being ale to define them. 

Dr. Smith went on to say that we 
do not know as yet how to live 
in the modern world with other 
nations. This is due in part to a 
lack of spiritual understanding on 
jithe part of tlie various countries in 
''^^^iwwM^^atudy. of their respee 
iH^^lSSfiJrcBn' help to remedy this 
to a large extent Dr. Smi(h divid 
ed the Scientific Study of Religions 
into two parts. Under the first 
would come the study of the His- 
tory of Religio nand the study of 
History of the various _ religons 
would follow from ' that In the 
second part said the speaker would 
come the study of Comparative Re- 
ligion. 

Religions are like living things 
said the speaker, and ev-eryone must 
start from scratch in. his study of 
them.^MuC^people follow the re- 
ligions- of their parents, but they 
are only' given the symbols of the 
'faith and they must work out the 
meaning of these symbols fo rthem- 
selves. Some people, continued Dr. 
Smith, compare a religion to a 
house, but a relgion^la more like 
an organism than a - house, '■ and 
should be considered as not a 
statis thing but something that 
changes with- every generation.

General Stlllwcll was replaced by 
General Hurley. 

"At first General Hurley made 
an agreement with the Chinese 
Communists, which In effect would 
have created a coalition govern- 
ment composed nf all political par- 
ties which would have been con- 
sidered as legal*' Dr. Endicott said. 
"However, he was soon won over to 
the opinion that the Communbts 
must be crushed. < . 

Dr. Endicott went on to say tliat 
while General Marshall went to 
China to obtain an agreement with 
the Communists, the Chinese Na- 
tionalists under Chiang Kai-slick 
were being armed by the United 
States with over five billion dollars 
worth: of* armaments.-- "Thc-:rcBson 
for his visit to China," Dr. Endicott 
said, "was to stall the expected ad 
vance of the Chinese Communists 
until, the Nationalists were suffi 
ciently supplied to take over all of 
China by force." 

"The strength 'of the Communists 
was due to their wide support and 
participation by the people," the 
speaker said. "They had this mass 
support because the governments 
and armies ore genuinely of the peo 
pie." 

Dr. Endicott then went on to 
tell the group why. In his opinion, 
the Americans followed a policy 
of supporting the Chiang Kai-shek 
regime against the Chinese Com- 
munists. 

"One answer," explained Dr. En- 
dicott, "can be found In the U.S. 
White Paper on China where the 
stale department stated that it want- 
ed in China a government which 
would not deny naval bases or 
bomber bases. Tho other Is con- 
tained in the Treaty of Commerce 
and Navigation which gave Am- 
erican capital free run in China."

As for The Daily's stand on issues, we praise 
or criticize depending upon which we believe is 
due. We have praised the Students Executive 
Council far oftcncr than we have criticized. We 
fully realize that our criticisms have rankled a 
minority of the council. But we have taken a 
stand and judging from the viewpoint of the 
often-oVerlookcd student body, that is exactly 
what we should do. 

Wc hope the day will never come at Mc- 
Gill when a managing board will noti take a 
stand for fear of retribution from the council. 
As long ab the students continue to take a keen 
interest in having an unrestricted newspaper — 
a newspaper that serves the best interests of the 
thousands of students rather than the special in- 
terests of a few — there need be no fear.

Since all- tbe players are Cana- 
dians, thlslTfSy seem a little dull 
to them; in the American-Canadian 
leagues, -which range frontierless 
from Winnipeg to Philadelphia, 
Port Arthur to Buffalo and from 
which "British" teams are recruit- 
ed, differences of opinion arising 
on the rink are settled at once, the 
parties discarding their sticks and 
gloves In a very sporting fashion 
and wading in with Nature's weap- 
ons, the spectators loyally throwing 
popbottles to indicate where their 
sympathies He. ' 

This is not allowed at Wembley. 
The referee — one notices belatedly 
and with unreasonable surprise that 
he is also on skates— points im- 
periously to the 'penalty-box, and 
the miscreants glide obediently 
away into their two minutes' exile, 
yet with a sort of resentful shamble 
(you should try shambling on 
skates) as If their faith In justice 
has taken a hard knock. There is 
no sort of gambling over loe hoc- 
key, little or no idolaUrous dtvo 
tion to individual glamor, only the 
harmless aiid freshing excitement 
of watching aomcthing extrcntely 
difficult done superbly well. There 
arc eight thousand stats round the 
Empire Pool at Wembley, and ex- 
cept for a handful at a guinea they 
are all sold out tonight. 
Booing and Groaning 
Yes, there U roaring all right — 
and booing and groaning, and ham- 
mering and stamping and yelling, 
and hiding the eyes, at, say, a goal- 
mouth carnage from which It seems 
that only lifeless bodies can be sal 
vagcd; but the course of the game 
fluctuates as rapidly as the players 
themselves, and there are long 
spells when the cyè. unable to keep 
pace, darts from point to point, al- 
ways one move bèhind the play; a 
forward, hissing down thé wing on 
a tidal flood of cheering, his skates 
sparking in the reflected lights, the 
puck skimming at the end of hit 



slick as If magnttiztd, suddenly 
checks, swervu, shimmers and re- 
materializes 30 feet away; the 
cheering checks, swerves, shimmers 
with him, as seniltive as a wtll- 
tuncd engine to the accelerator, and 
opens up deafeningly again as the 
opposing forward breaks through 
and gets away. These 8,008 arc 
supporting both sides, arc acclaim- 
ing the game itself. 

Broom Ballet 

Yes, a great game this. The crowd 
roars, the artificial hoar-frost scut- 
tcrs as' the players twist and flash, 
the crowd boos, the lights beam, 
the ice glitters, the skates sparkle, 
the penalty b'ox fills and empties, 
the goalkeepers rise grinning from 
certain death, the crowd stamps and 
hammers. . . . And. lest boredom 
should descend In the Intervals be- 
tween the play periods, thére are 
Uncannily graceful exhibitions of 
mere skating, which attract only the 
old-fashionéd hand-dapping instead 
of moans and whistles. To console 
the lady skaters, no doubt, bàuquels 
are presented to them by a skating 
page-boy— a token 6t esteent not 
extended io any oi the Lions or 
Mortarchs. A favorite intèrval turn 
Is that of the whlte-sweatertd, 
dark-trousered, shiny-shotd officials 
who stride on to the rink with 
Guardsman precision to sweep 
away the surface snow; there is 
something warmly pleasursble in 
seeing beauty made out of necessity; 
the choreography Is splendid, and 
so Is the geometry, as the pattern 
of the broom ballet develops In its 
calculated rectangles until the 
whole arena Is swept and gleaming; 
It is doubtful whether a dozen men 
with road-brushes have ever earned 
applause such as that which bursts 
out as they form a disciplined 
single rank and march off to the 
rhythmic strains of "Stca-di-ll-hec 
shou-houlder to shoul-der . . ." 

In short, an evenlnf's ice hockey 
is one of the happiest way« of pass'. 
int a few leiiurc hours.

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They Will Ask Questions in 
All Communities in Detailed 
Survey Next April 

Washington— -Uncle Sam is 
going to ask a lot of questions next 
April, but the answers will be con- 
fidential. 

Bcfiinning April 1 an army of 
140,000 census enumerators will 
start calling on people in every 
city, town and farm community lo 
learn the country's 1950 popula- 
tion and obtain housing and agri- 
cultural information. 

The Census Bureau already has 
prepared the basic questions for 
the seventeenth Icn-ycar census. 
Agricultural census forms will be 
mailed to farmers in most states 
in advance of the population enum- 
eration, and the completed forms 
will be picked up when the enum- 
erators come around. 

Hundreds of high-speed tabula- 
tion machines will sum up the mil- 
lions of facts collected by the' cen- 
sus field forces. 

Basic population questions which 
will be asked of each persons in- 
clude name, relation' to head u( 
household, race, sex. age, maritHl 
status, state or country of birth, 
citizenship status and employment 
slatiu in the preceding week of 
every person over 14 years of age 
and the occupation, industry and 
class of worker. 

Every fifth person will be asked 
what state and county he lived in 
a year earlier and w.hethcr he lived 
on a farm. It wlir ask' country of 
birth of father and mother, highest 
grade of school attended and school 
attendance. 

Every fifth person aged 14 or 
over will be asked the duration of 
employment and number of weeks 
worked In 1949, Income received in 
ID40 from various sources, income 
received by relatives in the same 
household and whether men are 
war veterans. 

Every 30th person 14 or over will 
be asked occupation, Inbustry. and 
class of work of persons who work- 
ed the previous year but were not 
working or lojkins for work the 
previous week. Ii also will ask 
whether he was ever married or 
married more than once, years in 
present marital -status and number 
of children' born. 

For every dwelling unit thn 
enumerators will ask type of 
structure, condition, number of 
persons in unit, number of rooms, 
water supply, toilet facilities ba- 
thing equipment and whether it 
Is occupied by owner or tenant. 
They will note if the house or 
apartment is vacant. 
. Value of non-farm owner-occu- 
pied v Units will be asked, number 
of - dwelUni units in the property 
andSMr])etner/ mortgaged. . Non- 
farmfrèntèrs will be asked their 
monthly rent, any amount paid 
in addition for electricity, fuel and 
water and. whether the, rented unit 
ik furnished. 

For every fifth dwelling unit the 
enumerators will get information 
on the year it was' built, heating 
equipment, heating fuel, cooking 
fuel, refrigeration equipment, kit- 
chen sink and whether there is 
electric lighting, radio and televi- 
sion set. 

The basic questions to be an- 
swered by farmers will include 
name, address, race, age, acres in 
farm,, acres, owned, acres rented 
by farmer,, acres rented to others, 
nameiandi^address of landlords and 
acresFoperated by hired managers. 

Farmers also will be asked the 
number of acres irrigated, when 
the farmer began to operate the 
farm, number' pf days worked off 



the farm, whether farmer has 
other ImAimc, receipts from sale -of 
nursery and greenhouse products, 
production and sales of each field 
vegetable and bcrr}[ crop, receipts 
from grazing privileges, number 
of fruit and nut trees and income 
from sales of fruit and nuts. 

Farmers will be nskcd the value 
of forest products cut or obtaincj 
number of live.tock and poultry, 
number and. value of livestock sold, 
production and value of wool and 
number of cows and quantity of 
milk produced. 

They also will be jisked the num- 
ber of livestock butchered on farm, 
quantity sold and amounts received 
from milk, eggs and .noultry, wheth- 
er bees are kept and honey pro- 
duced, whether the farm has elec- 
tricity, telephone and running 
water, type of farm equipment, 
number of persons employed, farm 
expenditure?, distance to trading 
centre, kind of road on which farm 
Is located, value of farm, mortgage 
on farm and amounf of real estate 
and personal property 'tax paid by 
farmer.

Blinded Greek Major 
To Study in Canada 

Athens. — — A blind army 
major .Is Included in a group of 
five Greek' candidates selected to 
study In Canada under United Na- 
tions Educational Social and Cul- 
tural Organization fellowships. 

Sponsored directly by the Cana- 
dian Council for Reconstruction, the 
awards- will enable the group to 
remain In' Canada for an intensive 
period of study in various fields, 
enabling them lo return to Greece 
with valuable experience for recon- 
struction of their country. 

Four of the candidates will re- 
ceive specialized study in education 
and public administration fields, 
while Major Dcmetre Alexopoulos, 
totally blinded during the Albanian 
campaign, will take special courses 
at the Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind. 

The group, three of which will 
leave for Canada in November and 
two next spring, received their 
letters of appointment from Charge 
dAffaires Theo Monty in a cere- 
mony at the Canadian Embassy 
here.
